Woon Ngor's parents were both born in Swatow, China, of poor farming families. 

It was in Hong Kong, however, that they met and married. The father is employed as 
an office boy in a business firm and earns $12.30 a month and board and lodging. He 
visits his family when he has his free time. The mother makes gloves, sews, or 
m kes plastic flowers at home. She earns about $10.60 a month. The maternal grand- 
mother, who lives with the To family, does much of the housework and cares for the 

- children, so that the mother is able to devote a good deal of her time to helping 
out the family exchequer. There are four children: Woon Ngor, Heung Sang (8), Yin 
Yee (5) and Wai Man (3). There is, however, less than 76¢ a day for everything: 
food, clothes, shoes, daily necessities for six. And, of course, the father must 
keep a little money for his own needs. Inevitably, the dildren are undernourished, 
poorly clad = there is never quite enough of anything. 


The family was given a cubicle in a resettlement building in 1956. The space, 
94 x 124 feet, is furnished with a bed, a wardrobe, a desk, a table, a couple of 
chairs and the mother's sewing machine. In one part of the cubicle their cooking 
is done, over a small fire. They have built a loft where the grandmother and the 
children sleep. Rent is $2.45 a month. 


Woon Ngor is a very attractive girl, good-looking and intelligent. She is bri- 
ght, good~tempered and very gentle. Woon Ngor is a primary 5 student. She had done 
excellent work at school - so good, in fact, that when her grades declined her 
teacher was troubled and questioned her. Woon Ngor had been sitting up late each 
night to help her mother make plastic flowers. To help, the school she attended 
cut her school fee in half, for they felt Woon Ngor was too promosing to lose. She 
dreams of being a doctor when she is older. 


Your generosity to Woon Ngor assures her, through PLAN, a monthly cash grant of 

— _ __$8.00,-periodic distribution of-food and clothing parcels, and special medical care. 
You open the door to a new world for Woon Ngor. Her favorite subject in school is 
English, so she will be able to write you herslef as she studies. You will see Woon 
Ngor's life in her letters...but even more plainly, her heart, filled with grati- 
tude and affection.

Dear Gloria: 


We are battered and bruised but still fighting. Many of our families have lost 
everything in the typhoon that devasted parts of the colony on September lst. We 


have no idea, as yet, how many will require special assistance, but it looks as if 
there will be considerable strain on our Special Service fund. 


For those families who have lost their entire shacks, we are granting AK $150 or -- 
US $26.25. This is not sufficient to rebuild a shack but it will get them started 
and provide some shelter. Forthose who have lost a roof or some other part of 
their structure, we are providing considerably less. In each case, it will be a 


great help, but not sufficient to do the job. Cur Special Service funds are now 
under considerable strain. 


The day after tomorrow, some of our people will go out to the New Territories to 
check on our families there. You may have read that a tidal wave hit some of the 
towns on the coast of the New Territories in the midst of the typhoon, and those 
towns are completely destroyed. The government has emergency aid there now, and | 
there is no hope of rebuilding anything until the government has cleared some of 
the debris. By Wednesday we should be able to have some idea how badly ow fami- 
lies in these particular towns have been hit. 


It was really rather bad. The winds reached more than 160 miles an hour, and at 
that speed they scream. The rain was a roaring torrent. The people in squatter 
shacks must have been terrified. The newspapers tell us that twenty thousand are 
homeless but there are a great many more who have suffered severe damage to their 
homes. The government is doing a pretty good job with emergency aid. However. 
now, two days after the typhoon, we are still without telephone service. Wires are 
down, glass from the broken windows is everywhere. Some of ou: children were at 
holiday camp on another island during the storm. They return this afternoon, and 
_.__we will have a man at the boat to see if anyone has been hurt. Communication bes 
tween here and Lan Tao island where Silvermine Bay is located has been broken, but 
I think the typhoon was not quite so severe there as here. 


Each individual Foster Parent will be informed if his peru cuan child has been af- 
fected by the typhoon. With more than 3,500 children in Hong Yong, it Is a big job 
to investigate each and every one, and so I hope that the Foster Parents will be 
patient and, in the meantime, know that we are doing everything possible. ? 


P.S. Boys have returned from camp all intact. Nobody injured, but Silvermine Bay 
is a mess.
